Task force 
examines car 
theft program 


When is a car not a car? When a 
clever professional criminal registers and 
Insures a non-existent vehicle, then de¬ 
clares it stolen for the purposes of collect¬ 
ing insurance proceeds. That’s called a 
“paper vehicle.” - 

California’s newly-created Vehicle 
Theft Task Force will deal with that tech¬ 
nique — and a host of others developed 
by vehicle thieves — during a year-long 
study which will define strategies to coun¬ 
ter theft and fraud here. 

The task force was formed by Gover¬ 
nor Qeorge DeukmeJIan and will be chair¬ 
ed by James E. Smith, Highway Patrol 
commissioner. Its Initial meeting was Nov. 
29, and the task force will report back 
Jan. 1,1986, with its recommendations to 
accomplish four goals: 

— Reduction of vehicle thefts. 

— Increase in stolen vehicle recoveries. 

— Increase in the apprehension and con¬ 
viction of vehicle thieves by enhancing lo¬ 
cal government agencies’ ability to attack 
the problem. 

— Broader support from private industry 
In fighting vehicle theft and fraudulent 
claims. 

California reported 162,455 vehicle 
thefts in 1983 — one in every 123 
vehicles registered. “We estimate as 
many as 13% of those “thefts” actually 
were fraudulent claims — ‘paper’ cars or 
some other sham in which a vehicle dis¬ 
appears. One popular device is to buy an 
expensive American car, insure It here, 
sell It to someone in a foreign country, 
then declare it stolen and claim the in¬ 
surance. And the car can’t be traced be¬ 
cause no records are maintained in the 
foreign country,” Smith said. 


Warmth can 
also be safe 

High heating bills are forcing many 
consumers to lower their central ther¬ 
mostats and use portable space heaters 
to supplement their heating needs, reports 
the Association of Home Appliance Man¬ 
ufacturers (AHAM). Electric heaters often 
are preferred over other portable types, 
such as oil, gas and kerosene, because: 

— They have no open flame; 

— They require no combustible fuels, 
fuel tanks or other items that need 
special storage and handling care; 

— They give off no noxious fumes or 
odors. 

For added precaution, many of to¬ 
day’s portable electric heaters have built- 
in safety features, such as guards around 
the heat coil and tip-over safety switch 
or heat-sensor device. 

Yet, safety can’t be emphasized 
enough in the winter, especially since 
consumer misuse is the most frequent 
cause of accidents with portable heaters. 
To keep your home warm and free of 
heating accidents this winter, follow the 
safety tips recommended by heater ma¬ 
nufacturers.

Perkins in later novels since Coker’s publisher has 
urged her to use the first novel’s female lead 
again. 

The Sierra Madre author has been here for 
three years, having migrated to California 15 years 
ago from Texas. She was born and raised in 
Oklahoma where, in Sand Springs, she first realized 
her ambition to become a writer. She started 
writing then, and while she was still in Texas 
she wrote a novel, but threw it away. She con¬ 
tinued to write during her years as program direc¬ 
tor for cable companies in Southern California 
and through her talk show format. 

Coker got serious about her writing after she’d 
been to Europe where, she says, she was “over¬ 
whelmed by the statue of David in Italy.” 

She enrolled in a writing class under Paul 
Gillette, a professor who, she believes, led her 
toward her success. 

“He showed me how to ‘put it together’,” 
she told The News. Gillette should know — he 
has written 80 books and has been nominated 
for the Pulitzer prize. Coker says he was also 
instrumental in getting her to the publisher who 
ultimately bought her first and second books. 

Part of the original story line in her first 
novel will be saved for her fourth book. 

Publisher’s Weekly gives the first book a glow¬ 
ing critique, saying it is “beautifully crafted,” 
and that it is hard to believe this is a first novel. 

The first quarter of Coker’s second book 
takes place in Sierra Madre — beginning with the 
first day of Queen Elizabeth’s visit two years ago. 

Was it difficult to keep going on that first 
novel, not knowing if it would be received or at 
least not knowing how it would be received? 

“One thing kept me going. It is a quote 
from James Mischner and it says in part, ‘If

Tips, Tales & Tantalizers 

While Noah is credited first with the 
making of wine, Dom Perignon, a Benedictine 
way back in 1688, is credited with 
“accidentally” making the sparkling wine we 
know today as champagne. 

It seems that Perignon was put in charge 
of his Abbey’s wine cellar. However, he was 
an inventor at heart and intent at improving 
the Abbey’s stock of wine. He figured that 
since the Abbey was located in an area of the 
Eastern Province of France which was famous 
for its vineyards and known as “The Garden 
of France,” he would try to create the very 
best wine in all of France. This wine would 
surpass every other in fragrance, color and 
taste. 

So, in his spare moments, he experimented. 
Countless hours were spent in this research. 
Then one day, one of his “experiments” 
exploded with a loud bang. Perignon rushed 
to the cellar, closely followed by his brethren. 
He saw a bottle of wine bubbling over and 
decided to taste it. He poured this bubbly 
liquid in a glass, lifted it to his lips and 
drank it. His eyes closed and a smile touched 
his face. He opened his eyes and called out to 
his brethren, “1 am drinking stars!” 

Perignon realized that the bubbles were 
caused by a second fermentation, and all he 
had to do was to recreate this process so 
he could share the “stars” with everyone. 

He was successful and created what is known 
today as champagne — named champagne in 
honor of the province it was created in. 

Today, Perignon’s name is labeled across 
bottles of only the very finest champagne and 
sells for a mere $60 plus a bottle. Perignon, 

1 am sure would agree that the invention of 
champagne did indeed begin with a bang.

you had written a series of short stories which 
everybody said could never sell — If you haven’t 
finished your first novel until after you’re 40 — 
would you keep on going?’

Her iirst 
book was written on an old, borrowed typewriter 
with sticky keys. Life is a little different now 
that success has found her. 

Is writing a lonely profession? “Not for me.” 

Do you draw characters from anyone you 
know? “No, they develop as the plot needs them. 
I don’t write by formula but by observing human 
beings.” 

Will she be advertising her book on talk 
shows? No, they don’t interview people who write 
fiction, she says. However, she has been invited 
to speak at Pasadena City College’s Writers’ 
Conference and she will participate in the South¬ 
west Conference in Phoenix in the spring. 

“You don’t have to write a dirty novel to get 
published,” Coker believes. “I think we’re getting 
away from that. People are bored with it. I be¬ 
lieve if you write a good book, you’ll get it pub¬ 
lished.”

As of Monday last week, “Night of the Comet” 
had grossed $11.2 million. That was the third week 
since the movie’s premiere. 

Who knows what is possible for that movie 
in the immediate future? 

A Sierra Madre-based rock group, “Revolver,” 
performs three songs in the movie, “Unbelievable,” 
“Lady in Love,” and “Tell Me Yourself.” Al¬ 
though members of the group also write many of 
their songs, these are not original to them. 

Rolo Sandoval plays drums and horn; Howard 
Lea (who started the group), plays guitar and piano. 
Mark Estes plays guitar, bass, piano and the cow¬ 
bell. And Jim Wooten plays bass, organ and 
piano. Oh, and a beer can with rice in it. 

The group has been featured in The News 
before when they won the Beatles contest as Beatles 
sound-alikes. They have found their own original 
sound by now, however, and e.xhibit it in the movie. 

Their records have played at the Cavern Club 
in Liverpool, where the Beatles started.
